NATURE onthe ISLAND 


By Cliff Carl 


Have you planted an oak tree lately? For 
that matter, we may well ask has anyone 
started a young oak recently? Perhaps it's 

to do—something about maintaining a 
supply of one of our most unusual trees. 

Our Garry oak is unique in that it is the 
‘only species growing in this part of the Pa- 
cific Northwest. Its normal range is from San 
Francisco Bay in California north to British Co- 
jumbia, but in this province it is found only 
on Southern Vancouver Island and Gulf) Is- 
lands and up the east coast to Comox. Small 
isolated stands are found at Alberni and in 
the Fraser Valley of the’ mainland at Yale 
and Sumas Mountain. 

Ever in Washington State to the south 
of us oak is not a common tree; the nearest 
stand of any size is south of Tacoma .and 
a few stragglers extend northward beyond

When the white man first arrived, Southern 
Vancouver Island supported extensive stands of 
oak mixed with arbutus in open park-like 
groves much as we see in small sections about 
the city of Victoria today. Soon, however, 
areas were cleared for settlement and farming 
and the oaks bégan to disappear. Now prac- 
tically no undisturbed natural stands of the oak- 
arbutus association exist except those in pri- 
vate holdings, 

Of course we still, have many oaks through- 
out the city and elsewhere. They thrive well 
in private gardens and in bouleyards, in fact 
too well. With competition removed and stimu- 
lated by water and chemical fertilizer they 
grow rapidly and sometimes become a nuisance 
if too to homes or power lines. 

As decorative trees they have great appeal. 
Whether in full leaf or bare as they are in the 
winter months théir rather grotesque shape is 
most attractive. No two individuals are ever 
exactly alike, the greatest variation being found 
in the pattern of branching. 

In most trees the branches show much 
originality in their form, twisting and doubling 
back on themselves in a characteristic manner. 


In extreme cases a branch may curve down- 
wards almost to ground level! before elbowing 
sharply upwards to take its place with other 
more orthodox in plan. 

: . * 

Occasionally branches are dropped and the 
stub or sear on the trunk rots inward to form 
a bark-rimmed cavity—often a home for a 
screech owl, flicker or other bird of similar 
habits. In time the trunk may become hol- 
lowed by decay, weakening the tree so that 
it may break off or topple over unexpectedly: 
This tendency to shed parts or to fall with no 
warning--is the oak’s greatest drawback; 
around homes trouble from this source can be 
minimized by regular inspection. 

The wood when dry makes excellent fuel, 
burning with a ‘steady heat and leaving rela- 
tively little ash, As lufiber, however, it is

These are merely adults whose 
dévelopment from grubs in the wood has been 
hastened by the. warmth of the: basement, Out- 
doors they would have appeared unnoticed and 
at a later date 

Historically, our oak links us with. the old 
Hudson's Bay Company since it was named 
after Nicholas Garry, ‘one of its officials. Be- 
sides, it is a tree very distinctive of a special 
part of British Columbia, namely southern 
Vancouver Island-and adjacent islands. Such 
a unique member of our flora is- worth per- 
petuating, yet one seldom sees a young tree 
that has been planted by man.

Opposition leader Robert Strechan said it wes morally 
wrong that a patient ordered. into semi-private ‘or a private 
ward. accommodation by his doctor. should have ‘to pay more 
than the basic $l-a day under the British Columbia Hospital 
Insurance Service. 

Mr. Strachan said that under the BCHIS all patients were 
guaranteed the same standard of hospital care forthe $t a day 
levy. = 

“There is a difference between accommodation and care,” 
he said. “Accommodation is a public ward, a semi-private 
ward or a private ward. Care is something else again. And when 
a doctor orders a patient into.semi-private or private accom- 
modation for the patients good or for the good of other people 
in a public ward, that constitutes care.

They Must Adjust 
In Changing Times 


This is the fourth in a series of articles prepared for The

pertinent questions which are being asked in connection with 
the role of social studies in future education.

All parents and educators should agree that the 
social studies ought to play a leading role in:develop- 
ing clear-thinking citizens of Canada. . 

But what knowledge, skills, and attitudes will be required 
of the future Canadian citizen? 

In view of the tremendous mass of knowledge-—growing 
daily—what parts of it should the teacher select. and require 
the student to learn? 

How much, for example, of what we ask students to memor- 
ize in grades four to seven will have any validity or revelance 
by the time they complete grade 12: 

Recently a professor of sociology at the University of 
British Columbia told a group of teachers that the most.im- | 
portant objective of the social studies should be to make young -| 

people capable of adjusting to change. Certainly, when one 
thinks of the possible impact of automation on business and 
industry... one. realizes that~individuals may have to be re- 
trained several times during their working lifetime 

* * * 
And what ef those individuals who because of limited ability 


and services? What new values and attitudes will govern social 
relationships in the society of the near future? How does one, 
in fact, make individuals into human chameleons or amoebas, 
if that is what we need? 

It seems logical that, for the next gefieration, the relatively 
advanced nations will be devoting ever-increasing amounts of 


and productivity in the less-developed nations. Somehow we 
must develop in young Canadians an empathy for peoples of 
other societies. 

The question is: what methods of research and stady-will 
hest develop this understanding? i

As British Columbia education is trying to adjust itself In a 
changing situation, educators are asking themselves all these- 
questions and many more. From the public we will need erm- 
pathy and a great deal of moral and financial support. 

To solve the problem of selection from the almost boundless 

sea of knowledge, we may have to put greater stress on how 
to learn than, on what to learn. | 

In the jargon of educators this means greater emphasis. on | 
structure than on content of the discipline. 

In other words, selecting from history and ‘geography those { 
areas of study which would appear to be most relevant to 
our times and to the immediate future, the teacher would show 
his sudents how to select and evaluate data, and how to develop 
valid generalizations based upon available data.

Too often our sources of information present history with a 

national or cultural bias; even statistics are not always reli-
